A retired member may revoke an election under this Act only if he
can establish to the satisfaction of the Secretary concerned that he
made such election because he was misinformed as to his rights under
the Uniformed Services Contingency Option Act of 1953 or because 37 USC371note,
he made a substantial mathematical error in computing the cost of
the benefits which he would derive under that Act and that such
misinformation or error has resulted in undue hardship. The
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
